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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant repeatedly argues in pages 2-3 for 
claims 6 and 16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 that these claims are directed to statutory subject matter as they are disclosing a circuit for 
performing mathematical operation. The applicant further emphasizes that the claims, particularly claim 16, are purely hardware rather 
than just an algorithm as stated by the examiner. 

The examiner respectfully submits that the applicant might not interpret the prevous rejection under 101 correctly. There is no doubt the 
claims are disclosing a circuit, but these circuits merely implement to perform mathematical operations, such as square root which is well- 
known in the art as the basic mathematical operation in the world, without specifically disclosing a practial application of having this 
particular structure of circuit. As clearly presented in the previous Office action, the current claims appear to preempt every substantial 
practical application of implementing the mathematical operations above. There is no specific limitation within the claims to limit the 
claims to a particular area of pratical application, but rather broadly cover every substantial practical application exist in the world. 
For convenient purpose, the rejection is duplicated below: 

Claims 6-18 and 20-22 cite a method and circuit for performing an arithmetic function in accordance with a mathematical algorithm. In 
order for claims to be statutory, claims must either include a practical/physical application or a concrete, useful, and tangible result. 
However, claims 6-18 and 20-22 merely disclose steps/components for performing an arithmetic function without further disclosing a 
practical/physical application or a useful and tangible result since the claims appear to preempt every substantial practical application of 
the idea embodied by the claim and there is no cited limitation in the claims that breathes sufficient life and meaning into the preamble so 
as to limit it to a particular practical application rather than being so broad and sweeping as to cover every substantial practical application 
of the idea embodied therein. Therefore, claims 6-18 and 20-22 are directed to non-statutory subject matter. 
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
